The  first  list,  for  January-June  1983*  updated  through  mid-August,  will  be 
included  in  a  forthcoming  issue  of  Administrative  Notes.    Updates,  listing 
new  publications,  will  be  prepared  and  issued  twice  a  month.     GPO  and  the 
Senate  Library  are  issuing  this  list  as  a  service  to  librarians  and  users 
in  the  belief  that  Iz  will  help  them  identify  and  locate  these  important 
publications .

It  is  a  depository  item  and  reports  various  kinds 
of  statistics  concerning  the  public  lands  of  the  U.S.  Historically, 
this  report  has  been  an  agency  requirement  and  has  been  accomplished 
through  reports  under  various  titles.      The  reports  of  the  General 
Land  Office  (now  BLM)   are  currently  entitled  Public  Land  Statistics.
